Bu t 
ou r own scientific and enlight­ 
ened day is not w ithou t them. 


The story abou t six stu dents 
in Pennsy lv ania who were blind­ 
ed by the su n while u nder the 
influ ence of LSD is a modern 
p iou s falsehood. 


It ev idently was conceiv ed 
with the best of intentions —- to 
warn against the dangers of this 
p owerfu l, 
mind-altering 
dru g. 
Presu mably , it cou ld hav e hap ­ 
p ened, for there are other cases 
on record of y ou ths div ing ou t 
of windows or ru nning into traf­ 
fic while in LSD-indu ced deli' 
riu ms. 
Bu t the trou ble with p iou s 
falsehoods is that, when they 
are ex p osed, they hav e the op ­ 
p osite effect from wdiat was in­ 
tended. Learning that the blind­ 
ness incident was a hoax , many 
y ou ng p eop le may wonder how7 
mu ch tru th there is in any of 
the 
stories they hav e heard 
abou t LSD, or any of the other 
dru gs cu rrently p op u lar in hip - 
p ieland. 
Each new generation of y ou th 
goes throu gh a p hase of rebel­ 
lion against the v alu es of its 
p arents, bu t today ’s y ou ng p eo­ 
p le 
are 
esp ecially 
imp atient 
with what they consider to be 
their elders’ gu llibility and hy ­ 
p ocrisy . 
They w7ant not ru les bu t rea­ 
sons for those ru les — in dru gs, 
sex behav ior, social condu ct, cit­ 
izenship , ev ery thing. And if they 
are giv en no reasons, or if they 
feel that the reasons are insu f­ 
ficient, they do not hesitate to 
break the old ru les and write 
new ones. 
In the m atter of dru gs, for 
ex amp le, they want to know 
why p ossession or sale of LSD, 
if it is so dangerou s, is only a 
misdemeanor bu t for mariju ana 
it is a felony . Receiv ing no an 
swer, they are ex p erimenting 
with both. 
This is 
a q u estioning 
and 
q u esting generation which, wise­ 
ly or u nwisely , simp ly will not 
bu y the p iou s falsehoods that 
may hav e frightened or satis 
fied less sop histicated y ou ths in 
the p ast. It demands hard facts 
u p on which it can bu ild its code 
of behav ior, not dogmatic p ro 
hibitions or ready -made ethics 
decreed from abov e. 
If y ou ng p eop le are as intelli 
gent as they seem to be, they 
are not likely to make too many 
mistakes — if only they are 
giv en the facts.
